Maryland's Lasix rules reflect rational approach 


IVIedication is the single most con¬ 
troversial issue in racing, or at least it 
has been for the 12 years that I have 
been professionally involved with the 
business. Not a year has gone by with¬ 
out a medication controversy. In the late 
1970s and early 1980s, it was about the 
use of Butazolidin. Then Lasix became 
the hot topic. The quality of laboratory 
testing, use and effect of therapeutic 
medications and penalties for violations 
were subjects of heated debate. Now 
Lasix is back at the top of the list, along 
with cries for uniform rules. 

New regulations regarding the use 
of Lasix were approved by the Mary¬ 
land Racing Commission at its August 
meeting. The changes in Maryland's 
Lasix program were carefully consid¬ 
ered and, I believe, eminently fair. 
However, the Maryland Racing Com¬ 
mission has been under fire from some 
members of the racing press for its ac¬ 
tions. 

Unfortunately the public has not, to 
my knowledge, been given all the facts. 
Some background is in order. 

The Maryland Racing Commission, 
so far as I know, is the only state racing 
commission in the country to have con¬ 
fronted the issue by appointing a spe¬ 
cial committee. In Maryland we have a 
Medication Committee comprised of 
commissioners, regulators, horsemen, 
breeders, private veterinarians, testing 
experts and others. The sole purpose of 
this group is to study medication issues 
and make reasonable and informed rec¬ 
ommendations to the Commission. 

The Medication Committee has 
been meeting for almost three years. At 
the outset, it focused on the state's test¬ 
ing laboratory and its ability to detect 
drugs in urine and blood samples. The 
Committee found the laboratory defi¬ 
cient in all areas, citing problems with 
personnel, obsolete equipment and in¬ 
adequate quarters. These findings 
were reported to the Commission, and 


after the Commission's independent 
review they were dealt with. Tom 
Lomangino was lured from Cornell to 
direct the testing laboratory. Sophisti¬ 
cated new equipment was acquired, 
and new facilities to house the labora¬ 
tory were constructed at the University 
of Maryland. I have no hesitation in 
saying that the state's testing laboratory 
is the best and most proficient in the 
United States. 

The Committee's second major task 
was to study the use of therapeutic 
drugs in horses and to reconcile the use 
of such medication with the historical 
prohibition against the presence of 
stimulants and depressants in race 
horses and the penalties resulting from 
such findings. 

At the time, the Commission was 
faced with disciplinary proceedings 
and purse redistributions involving 
feed tainted during manufacture as 
well as positive tests for therapeutic 
(non-performance enhancing) medica¬ 
tions administered upon veterinary ad¬ 
vice and in accordance with recognized 
practice. Following an exhaustive study, 
the Committee recommended to the 
Commission a set of guidelines involv¬ 
ing the use of therapeutic medications 
and penalties for positive tests for such 
drugs. The guidelines, which are not 
cast in stone, consider the demands 
created by year-round racing and are a 
responsible form of regulation in to¬ 
day's racing environment. 

To my knowledge, there has been a 
marked reduction in the number of 
positive tests for therapeutic medica¬ 
tions since the guidelines were imple¬ 
mented in July, 1990. 

The Committee's most recent study 
centered around Lasix. For more than a 
year, the Committee studied the fea¬ 
sibility of adopting a Lasix program 
that would bring us into uniformity 
with surrounding states, namely New 
Jersey, Pennsylvania and Delaware. 


While the idea of having uniform rules 
throughout the Mid-Atlantic region 
seemed noble, it came to be viewed with 
more and more concern. Uniformity for 
the sake of uniformity is obviously not 
the answer. And Maryland already had 
one of the best regulated, and most hon¬ 
est, Lasix programs in the country. 

Open meetings were held, in which 
any interested party was invited to par¬ 
ticipate. The horsemen forcefully ar¬ 
gued their position, as did others. In 
the end, the Committee acted unani¬ 
mously to accept some proposals in the 
interest of uniformity, and reject oth¬ 
ers. Its primary concern was maintain¬ 
ing the integrity of Maryland's Lasix 
program. 

The Commission unanimously 
agreed to the proposals submitted by 
the Medication Committee, and should 
be applauded for doing so. 

Six major aspects came under re¬ 
view: 1) place of administration; 2) time 
of administration; 3) route of adminis¬ 
tration; 4) dosage; 5) penalty time for 
repeat bleeders, and 6) Lasix for 2-year- 
olds. The Committee concluded as fol¬ 
lows: 

Place of administration 

Maryland is the only Mid-Atlantic 
racing jurisdiction with a Lasix barn. 
While it is an inconvenience to some, it 
assures greater integrity for the pro¬ 
gram and instills public confidence. 
Maryland wasn't willing to eliminate 
its Lasix barn, and other states weren't 
interested in having one. The Commit¬ 
tee recommended keeping it. 

Time of administration 

Under the existing program, horses 
had to be in the Lasix barn at least three 
hours prior to post time. In reality, ad¬ 
ministration of Lasix usually takes 
place about three and a half hours be¬ 
fore post time. The Mid-Atlantic group 
recommended administration at least 
four hours prior to post. But Maryland 
has logistical problems not found in

other states. Here, horses are stabled at 
three tracks, and must frequently be 
shipped to race. A four-hour rule 
would have necessitated elimination of 
the Lasix barn. The Committee was as¬ 
sured that a three-hour rule does not 
compromise the testing of samples. It 
was recommended that the three-hour 
rule be maintained. 

Dosage 

This area has generated consider¬ 
able industry debate. The Mid-Atlantic 
group, falling in behind several nation¬ 
al industry groups, recommended a 
dosage level not to exceed 5 ccs. The 
Committee heard from a representative

of the American Association of Equine 
Practitioners concerning the 5 cc rec¬ 
ommendation. He advised the Com¬ 
mittee that the 5 cc level was estab¬ 
lished as a result of a controlled study 
in Florida in 1983, which was admit¬ 
tedly of little value today. The AAEP 
representative indicated that he favored 
a more liberal dosage level. He further 
stated that in Florida, where the limit is 
5 ccs, a horse can receive more if he 
continues to bleed. 

Numerous horsemen, as well as vet¬ 
erinary experts, gave their opinion that 
the 5 cc level is virtually worthless, 
since 60 to 65 percent of horses requir¬ 
ing Lasix bleed through 5 ccs. Under 
Maryland's existing program, horses 
receive between 2 ccs and 10 ccs, with 
infrequent cases requiring more. Labo¬ 
ratory personnel assured the Commit¬ 
tee that these dosage levels do not com¬ 
promise the testing program. The 
Committee concluded that for the wel¬ 
fare of the animal, and the integrity of 
the program, a dosage level of 2 ccs to 
10 ccs be continued, and that any dos¬ 
age in excess of 10 ccs be approved by 
the state veterinarian. In no instance 
should dosage exceed 15 ccs. The labo¬ 
ratory will closely monitor this situa¬ 
tion to insure the integrity of the urine 
samples. 

Route of administration 

Although the Mid-Atlantic group 
recommended intravenous administra¬ 
tion only, the Committee saw no reason 
fo limit administration solely to IV. 
Two-year-olds 

The Committee agreed with the 
Mid-Atlantic group that 2-year-olds be 
permitted to race on Lasix. 

Penalty time 

The Committee agreed with the 
Mid-Atlantic group that the penalty 
time for repeat bleeders be ten days for 
the first time, 30 days for the second 
time, 90 days for the third time and 
barred for life the fourth time. 

The Medication Committee contin¬ 
ues to meet, as medication issues arise 
constantly. We should be proud that 
Maryland provides a regulatory envi¬ 
ronment which permits a rational and 
reasoned approach to medication with 
the best interests of the state racing in¬ 
dustry in mind. D

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Morley Street (Ire) cruises 
to record-setting victory

British owned, trained and ridden Morley Street 
(Ire) upheld his championship form, galloping home 
under a hand ride to win his second $250,000 Breeders' 
Cup Steeplechase by nearly ten lengths, setting a new 
course record (two and five-eighths miles in 5:10 3 /5) at 
Fair Hill Races in Elkton, Md., on October 12. 

A 7-year-old gelding by the famed Irish National 
Hunt sire Deep Run, Morley Street made his debut in 
the United States at Belmont Park last October, win¬ 
ning that Breeders' Cup Steeplechase by 11 lengths— 
and an Eclipse award as well. 

During the 1990-91 British steeplechasing season, 
Morley Street added some of England's most pres¬ 
tigious races to his record, with triumphs in the Cham¬ 
pion Hurdle at Cheltenham, the Berkshire Hurdle at 
Newbury and the Sandemann Hurdle at Aintree, to be 
named Britain's champion hurdle horse. 

"We are utterly thrilled—delighted!" exclaimed 
Morley Street's owner Michael Jackson, who, in addi¬ 
tion to owning six jumpers in the U.K., operates the 
Salehurst Paper Co. Ltd. in Kent. The company's Lon¬ 
don office is located on Morley Street. 

"When one comes with the favorite, you always feel 
you just might be overturned, don't you? It's a tremen¬ 
dous degree of pressure," Jackson added after the 
race. 

Whereas the Breeders' Cup Steeplechase acts as a 
climax to the American jump season (March to No¬ 
vember), the British horses, who run from September 
through April, are just starting up. 

In 1991, preparatory to the Breeders' Cup Stee¬ 
plechase, Morley Street gained conditioning running 
fourth in the two-mile Lonsdale Stakes at York and 
then surprised the fans at Doncaster by coming second 
(by a nose) to Great Marquess in the two and a quarter- 
mile Doncaster Cup-G3. Both these races were on the 
flat. 

The chestnut superstar is trained by Gerald B. 
(Toby) Balding, who can boast among his numerous 
other victories the 1969 Aintree Grand National with

fourth); Mr. and Mrs. Bert Firestone and Jonathan Smart 
(Jimmy Lorenzo-GB); Ben Guessford (Moonstruck); Mrs. 
Frank Loving with Jimmy Lawrence (Double Bill). 


Highland Wedding and a repeat performance in the 
1989 renewal of that classic with Little Polveir. For Mi¬ 
chael Jackson, Balding also trained the 1990-91 English 
novice steeplechase champion. Forest Sun. 

Balding has no hesitancy placing Morley Street 
among the best he has trained in the past. 

"This is a more mature and relaxed horse than last 
year," said the 55-year-old Balding, who trains from 
the state-of-the-art Whitcombe Racing Stable in Dor¬ 
set. "It is rare that a horse has such ability to run on the 
flat and the versatility to handle the jumps as well." 

Pointing cut that this year Morley Street is rated 
number one by Racecall at Ascot, even above the legen¬ 
dary Desert Orchid, Balding, nevertheless, admits to 
the pangs of reality which every person in his profes¬ 
sion experiences. 

"The horse was training very confidently, and un¬ 
like last year, the trip over was an easy one. The facili¬ 
ties at Fair Hill and the left hand course suited him 
quite well. But," Balding went on, "whereas last time 
we came in anticipation, this year we came in expecta¬ 
tion. That's much harder." 

Although a 4-5 favorite in the 12-horse field, Morley 
Street was inconspicuous on the initial circuit, settling 
in the midst of the pack, with Frank and Ann Loving's 
Double Bill, Peggy Steinman's Le Sauvage (Fr) and 
Timber Bay Farm's Yaw the early pacemakers. 

As the field rounded the backside for the second 
time, Le Sauvage was eased by jockey Patrick Cooney, 
and Margaret Henley's Moonstruck had joined Yaw, a 
9-year-old son of Seattle Slew ridden by New Zealand 
jockey Craig Thornton, to do battle on the front end. 
Morley Street lay fourth, behind a tiring Double Bill 
with Chuck Lawrence up. 

"By the last bend, Toby whispered to me that we'd 
have to come along a bit faster than we were going to 
win this one," recalled Michael Jackson with a smile. 

"I wasn't really concerned," Balding countered his 
owner's remarks. "I always lose my nerve half way 
round in any race. 

"The truth is that there was a bit more pace early on 
than we expected. I was a little worried about that." 

At the last turn approaching the final three of the 19 
fences. Moonstruck, piloted by Ben Guessford, ran 
into the proverbial wall and dropped out of the compe¬ 
tition, ultimately finishing tenth and last. 

Powering from fifth position, Melinda Bass' Declare 
Your Wish, ridden by Steve Smith-Eccles, passed the 
leaders, with Morley Street in hot pursuit. 
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"I kicked on round that last bend without much 
concern, to be honest, about Morley Street, who didn't 
look to me to be traveling all that well," said Smith- 
Eccles, who flew from England expressly to ride Janet 
Elliot-trained Declare Your Wish when British champi¬ 
on jockey Peter Scudamore had another commitment 
to fulfill. 

"I took the lead at the third last, but once Morley 
Street challenged me two fences out, I knew we were 
only running for second money," Smith-Eccles con¬ 
cluded. 

In impressive fashion, Declare Your Wish, a hand¬ 
some 5-year-old son of Lyphard's Wish, put some 15 
lengths between himself and the third-place finisher, 
Margaret Henley's newest purchase, Irish import 
Cheering News, ridden by Richard Dunwoody. Like 
Jimmy Frost on Morley Street, Smith-Eccles never had 
to use his whip. 

"I'd never seen this horse before today, but he's an 
excellent jumper, a young horse definitely on his way 
up," Smith-Eccles commented. "I'd love to ride him 
again." 

Contrary to Smith-Eccles' and Balding's assess¬ 
ments, Jimmy Frost considered his horse "in great 
shape" turning for home.

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"I never really had to ask him/' Frost declared with 
obvious pleasure. 

Frost, 33, is the regular rider for Morley Street and 
for Toby Balding's other 'chasers, including Little Pol- 
veir in his Grand National victory. 

Reviewing his challengers, Frost said that he wasn't 
surprised at Declare Your Wish's strong showing be¬ 
cause the horse was one of the few in the race not 
coming off an injury. In that category must be counted 
Jimmy Lorenzo (GB), who won the Breeders' Cup 
Steeplechase in 1988 but subsequently suffered a ten¬ 
don problem which precluded his racing activities for a 
time. Owned by Bert and Diana Firestone, the 9-year- 
old gelding won an unsanctioned flat race, dominating 
the field at Fairfax (Va.) on September 21, but came up 
a disappointing ninth in this event, never a threat. 

Blythe Miller, fourth on Virginia Kraft Payson's 
Made Noble, trained by her father Bruce Miller, was 
the only American jockey to finish in the money. 


(Blythe Miller was also second on My Lear in the 
maiden flat, and was later suspended by chief steward 
Clinton Pitts for not putting forth the full effort to win 
that race.) 

Perennial champion American trainer Jonathan 
Sheppard sent out four of the 12 Breeders' Cup Stee¬ 
plechase starters, but the closest he got to the winner's 
circle was Yaw's fifth place. 

"That's not precisely how I planned it," Sheppard 
lamented. 

In addition to Declare Your Wish, Pennsylvania- 
based Janet Elliot saddled two other Breeders' Cup 
contenders. Marianna Crompton's French Hill, ridden 
by Jeff Teter, came eighth, while Keith O'Brien pulled 
up Cherry Knoll Farm's Jive With Five. 

British-born Elliot won the inaugural running of the 
Breeders' Cup Steeplechase with Census in 1986. 

Four of the seven races were run on the flat. The two 
maiden divisions were won by Paul Fout-owned and 
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trained Isle Hopping, with Patrick Cooney, and Bettina 
Belmont Ward's Desert Hit, trained by Janet Elliot and 
ridden by apprentice Keith O'Brien. 

The ARCA flat race was a victory for Thomas How- 
art on Dogwood Stables' Plusser, trained by Charlie 
Fenwick, while Larry Smith conditioned Coach Hill 
Stable's Big Big Affair to win the distaff flat under Joe 
Gillet. 

Over timber, Night Train Lane, owned by Beth 
Lamotte and trained by Bruce Miller, posted a 21- 
length score over Liz McKnight on Cotuit and Michael 
Traurig on Palace Party (Ire). Sir Scoota (NZ) was a 
faller in the five-horse field. 

Night Train Lane won the Benjamin Murray Memo¬ 
rial at Butler in the spring, ridden by Billy Meister. This 
time out the gray gelding's jockey was Sanna Neilson, 
who won both the Maryland Hunt Cup and the Virgin¬ 
ia Gold Cup in 1991. 

In the maiden hurdle at two and one-sixteenth miles 
over National fences, Mrs. Walter Jeffords' Lonesome 
Glory, ridden by Craig Thornton, edged out Ladera 
Farm's Parade March, with Keith O'Brien up. 

This marks the fourth time in the seven-year history 
of the race that the Breeders' Cup Steeplechase has 


been held at Fair Hill. Jockeys, trainers and owners 
alike were especially complimentary about the condi¬ 
tion of the course after a record-breaking hot, dry sum¬ 
mer. 

However, attendance, which topped 13,000 in 1988 
at Fair Hill, was considerably less in 1991, diminished 
no doubt by the fact that there were four NSHA-sanc- 
tioned hunt meetings on October 12, from North Caro¬ 
lina to Virginia to Maryland to New York, dividing not 
only the spectators but the participants, both equine 
and human. 

For those who reasoned that they might stay at 
home to catch the NBC-Sports broadcast of the Breed¬ 
ers' Cup Steeplechase on television, the race was pre¬ 
empted by the Clarence Thomas hearings. □

Labor Day at Fair Hill 


A break in the hottest summer in many years 
brought more than 7,500 fans to the Labor Day 
meet at Fair Hill Races in Elkton, Md., on Sep¬ 
tember 2. 

Scratches due to the hard going turned the 
feature race, the Elkton, a $20,000 claiming event 
at 2Vi6 miles over National fences, into a match 
race between two canny veterans—Lucy M. 
Lindsay's Jet Wave and Brushwood Stable's Tosta- 
dero (Chi). 

After marking each other nearly stride for 
stride, jockey Sean Clancy pushed Jet Wave out a 
notch over the last fence to defeat James (Chuck) 
Lawrence on Tostadero by three lengths on the 
run-in. 

The victory was especially sweet for 33-year- 
old hometown trainer Andrea Morris, who con¬ 
ditions a stable of three at Fair Hill: Jet Wave, 
novice jumper Bold Brogan and a filly being 
pointed to run on the flat. 

"I really didn't know what to expect in a two- 
horse race," said Morris. "I simply left it up to the 
jockeys to decide what to do. Neither one was 
going to beat up on the other because they are

friends, and Chuckie often rides Jet Wave for 
me." 

Chuck Lawrence is the regular rider for Union- 
ville, Pa., trainer Burly Cocks, who sent Tosta- 
dero and Lawrence out for a third and a fourth at 
Saratoga in August. 

The firm turf may have caused numerous de¬ 
fections on the day's card, but Morris was confi¬ 
dent that Jet Wave could handle the conditions. 
"This old horse actually likes the hard going, so I 
was happy," Morris continued. "Michael Dickin¬ 
son, who also trains here, has been working on 
the Fair Hill course, so there was an excellent 
grass cushion and the ground was smooth." 

Jet Wave's Fair Hill victory was his third in five 
1991 starts, which include wins at Fairfax and 
Columbus and a second at Garden State. 

Lucy Lindsay, who owns the handsome dark 
brown gelding, has been involved in steeplechas¬ 
ing for many years. Although she lives half the 
year in Mexico, Lindsay winters in Camden, 
S.C., where she foxhunts her retired race horses. 

Andrea Morris grew up amidst the show 
horse scene in Vermont. "But in 1978 I went over 
to Saratoga and got a job walking hots with (lead¬ 
ing NSHA trainer) Jonathan Sheppard," Morris 
recalled. "From then on, I was hooked on the 
jumpers." And Andrea is married to former 
champion steeplechase jockey Gregg Morris, 
who is the executive director of the Fair Hill 
Races. 

Completing the hometown team was winning 
jockey Sean Clancy, son of local trainer Joe Clan¬ 
cy and brother of Joe Jr., public relations director 
at Fair Hill. 

Co-featured was the Ben Nevis, a maiden race 
over 16 timber fences at a distance of three miles. 

Walter Wickes Jr.'s Silver Chinook, a roan son 
of T. V. Commercial, went wire to wire for a con¬ 
vincing two-length triumph over Raspora, 
owned by Sara Collette and ridden by leading 
NSHA jockey Jeff Teter. 

The eight-race card produced a handle of 
$147,890. □

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Robert E Levy launches 
major new farm in Maryland 















tie might just as well have 
waved a magic wand over the land¬ 
scape. 

Where once there were only earth 
and sky, there now are a big, busy 
training barn with a Fibar-covered 
jogging ring, a custom-designed 
broodmare barn, miles and miles of 
fences and connecting roads, and a 
rare feature among horse farms, a 
half-mile Equitrack gallop. Young 
trees—close to 2,000 of them—frame 
the property. And a palatial brick 
residence overlooks it all. 

When Robert P. Levy, Philadel¬ 
phia businessman, chairman of the 
board of Atlantic City race track and 
nationally prominent Thoroughbred 
owner, bought 268 acres of prime 
land near Chesapeake City, Md., 
less than four years ago, he was de¬ 
termined to build a first-rate facility. 

Today Levy's Muirfield East is that, and more. 

Its rapid growth even amazes Muirfield president 
Wendy Moon, who designed most aspects of the farm 
and oversaw its construction. "At first, we had the 
office in my house," she says. "That got cramped, so 
we built a new building, with three rooms. The paint 
wasn't dry before we'd decided the building was too 
small; since then, we've enlarged it twice." 

A 48-acre parcel of the former Windfields Farm has 
been taken over by Muirfield, along with another 11 
acres nearby, bringing the total acreage to 327. 

Muirfield's days of physical expansion are over, ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Levy. But, if Levy and Moon have their 
way, Muirfield's presence within the horse world will 
continue to grow and grow. 

"We're looking to raise and sell yearlings in the sum¬ 
mer sales," explains Mr. Levy, who keeps 15 to 20 of his 
own broodmares at the farm. Although basically a pri-

vate establishment, Muirfield serves a few outside cli¬ 
ents. "We'll also buy some weanlings to pinhook as 
yearlings, and yearlings to re-sell as 2-year-olds. The 
idea is to have constant turnover, and cash flow. That 
also keeps the staff interested and motivated and chal¬ 
lenged. The goal is to make a profit on every transac¬ 
tion." 

Results, so far, have been in line with Levy's objec¬ 
tives: 

■ Muirfield was one of the few consignors to fare well 
at this year's Saratoga Yearling sale. A Vice Regent filly 
from its consignment brought $320,000 (sixth-highest 


price among fillies) and a Bet Twice filly sold for 
$125,000 (eight times the stud fee, notes Levy). Selling 
only two horses, Muirfield was the sixth leading con¬ 
signor by gross amount. "It was a very good sale for 
us," says Mr. Levy. "It showed you can make money 
when you raise a good horse." 

■ The first group of yearlings broken at Muirfield, in 
1988, has been a phenomenal success on the race track. 
Of ten yearlings, all developed into winners. Three 
became stakes winners. And two are Grade 1 winners. 

The elite bunch includes Housebuster, champion 
sprinter of 1990 and earner of $1,229,696; Trumpet's 
Blare, who has won or placed in 12 stakes including the 
Arlington-Washington Lassie Stakes-Gl, earning 
$427,585; and Habar, whose 2-year-old campaign in¬ 
cluded two added-money wins and a second in the 
Grade 2 Selima Stakes. 

■ "A brave move that worked out," is the way Wendy 
Moon describes their pinhooking coup with the first 
foal from horse of the year Lady's Secret. Purchased by 
Muirfield as a weanling at the 1989 Keeneland Novem¬ 
ber sales for $950,000, the filly—by Alydar—grazed on 
Muirfield's pastures for nine months, before being re¬ 
sold at Saratoga for $1,500,000. 

Levy tells you that making money was not his pri¬ 
mary goal. "I wanted to put Muirfield East on the 
map," he says. "Lady's Secret can only have one first 
foal—just like there can be only one Joe Namath, one 
Michael Jordan. It was a way of getting attention. The 
farm became an instant player, although it wasn't just 
me—I had a partner, Richard Duchossois." 

He calls it "an investment in marketing." 
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There are few aspects of the horse business in which 
Levy, 60, has not been personally (and often suc¬ 
cessfully) involved. His family background in racing is 
a story unto itself. Bob Levy's father, the late Dr. Leon 
Levy, was a founder and longtime owner of Atlantic 
City race track (a dentist by profession, Dr. Levy made 
his fortune when he and his brother-in-law William S.

Paley founded the Columbia Broadcasting System). 
For many years Dr. Levy and his wife Blanche (Bob 
Levy's mother) were major Thoroughbred owners and 
breeders, operating under the banner of Jaclyn Stable. 

Bob Levy, who has a far-flung operation and partici¬ 
pates in numerous partnerships, has been represented 
as a breeder by such stars as Bet Twice, who won the 
1987 Belmont Stakes and earned $3.3 million, and 
champion North Sider. 

But he had never owned a farm, until Muirfield 
East.

He chose the site in Maryland for two reasons, he 
says. "Number one—it's close to home." Levy and his 
wife Cissie have their major residence in Bryn Mawr, 
Pa.; Muirfield East is named for the street where they 
live. "Number two—Allaire duPont." By exerting her 
influence to maintain Chesapeake City as a major cen¬ 
ter of horse activity, Mrs. duPont has attracted many 
prominent owners to the area. 

The fact that he has established a farm in Maryland 
should not be taken as a commitment to Maryland, 
says Mr. Levy. "It's a commitment to us." 
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A commitment he would never have undertaken, he 
adds, had it not been for Wendy Moon. A former staff 
writer for the Thoroughbred Times, Moon was covering 
the 1987 Preakness (which starred Alysheba and Bet 
Twice) when she and Levy met. An offhand com¬ 
ment—"He said if he ever got a farm, he'd hire me to 
run it"—led to the realization of a lifelong dream for 
Moon. Less than a year later, she was immersed in the 
building of Muirfield East. Wendy grew up with 
horses, in southern California, and had a small farm in 
Washington state. She was a field representative for the 
California Thoroughbred Breeders Association before 
joining the Thoroughbred Times. 


Levy speaks out on 

A director and former president of the Thor¬ 
oughbred Racing Associations, Bob Levy shared 
some of his views on the Maryland breeding in¬ 
dustry, and the future of racing in general: 

One of the "biggest disappointments in my 
life," he says, is not standing Housebuster at stud 
in Maryland. "I couldn't understand why Mary¬ 
land people didn't rally to bring him here," says 
Mr. Levy. "The best offer I got from Maryland 
was 25 percent of what I ended up getting in 
Kentucky." Housebuster will enter stud in 1992 at 
Jonabell Farm in Lexington, Ky. "I was willing to 
bend a little bit, but not that much." 

Maryland "ought to be able to support some 
stallions in the $25,000 stud fee range, and may¬ 
be $35,000," says Levy. "I'm not sure if the prob¬ 
lem is lack of support, or lack of coordination. 
Maryland breeders ought to get together and 
pool their money—make a commitment—then 
hire somebody to coordinate the project. 

"If 75 to 100 people put up a total of $5-10 
million, that would buy ten good horses. They 
could stand at several different farms. I'm not 
suggesting they all come to Northview." 

Mr. Levy, a partner in the Northview Stallion 
Station (now located at the old Windfields Stal¬ 
lion Division) along with Allaire duPont, Richard 
Golden and Tom Bowman, explained his initial 
hesitation to become involved in that operation. 
"When Northview started (after Windfields shut 
down in 1988), my concern was that it was too 
small. They didn't have enough room (at the for¬ 
mer Windfields 116-acre Northview Annex). 

"When the other place (Windfields Stallion Di¬ 
vision) became available, I thought about doing it 


Moon's creed is easily stated: "I tell everyone who 
works here, Mr. Levy doesn't have to have a farm. In 
order for it to be worthwhile, we have to do a better job 
than other people might do somewhere else, pay more 
attention to the horses than they might get at another 
farm. It's the difference between an okay job and a top 
job. We put a lot of effort into details—things like tak¬ 
ing care of a cut as soon as it happens, taking a horse's 
temperature before it gets sick—correcting things be¬ 
fore they become problems." 

Twenty yearlings, including a full sister to House¬ 
buster, are in the process of being broken at Muirfield 
this fall, under the supervision of trainer John Worsley.

on my own—buying it and standing stallions 
there. I talked to the others (duPont, Golden and 
Bowman), to see if they were interested in going 
in with me, and they said yes. So we went in 
together, and we've been able to get some decent 
stallions." 

Northview stallions Baederwood, Caveat, Pri¬ 
vate Terms, Smarten, Two Punch and Waquoit 
will be joined next season by the top handicap 
campaigner and $1.1 million-earner Opening 
Verse. 

Breeders have to be concerned about produc¬ 
ing better horses, says Levy, "because that's the 
way the industry is heading—fewer horses, big¬ 
ger purses, less live racing. The day when the 
lowest claiming price will be $10,000 is not too far 
away, which is as it should be." 

Some breeders and owners who are suffering 
financially right now will be much better off, he 
says. "They'll catch up in a hurry, if purses are 
up. The people who will be put out of business 
are the ones who raise horses that can't sell for 
what it costs to raise them." 

Levy has high hopes for one of the TRA's most 
recent projects—a national weekly Pick Six. A ca¬ 
ble television hook-up would allow people to bet 
on the Pick Six in their own homes. "This will do 
more for racing than you can imagine," says 
Levy. "Along with national pride, it could gener¬ 
ate at least $5 million in additional purse money." 

One of the problems with the industry today, 
as Levy sees it, is that it's "set up so that nobody 
makes money. Not the race tracks, the breeders, 
the owners, the trainers. And that's not the way it 
should be in a free enterprise system." □ 
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"Breaking is a misnomer," notes Moon, who broke 
Housebuster and Trumpet's Blare herself, but no long¬ 
er rides yearlings, upon orders from Mr. Levy. "What 
you're doing is educating a young horse. We do a lot of 
different things, such as driving and longeing, all de¬ 
signed to have young horses leave here with the right 
attitude." 

Mr. Levy keeps more broodmares in Maryland than 
he'd originally planned. "When we talked in the be¬ 
ginning about building a 12-stall broodmare barn, he 
said that was too big," says Moon. "Now about two- 
thirds of his broodmares (out of a total of about 30) are 
here. We have stalls for 19 mares." 

The broodmare band at Muirfield includes Wendy's 
Ten (by Tentam), a multiple stakes winner who has 
produced several high-priced summer sales yearlings, 
including a Storm Bird colt who brought $1.2 million at 
Saratoga in 1986; Springtime Sharon (by Twin Time), a 
proven stakes performer who was purchased by Levy, 
Moon and partners at the 1990 Keeneland January sale, 
in foal to Waquoit, for $60,000; and Skeeb (by Top- 
sider), a full sister to North Sider. 

Soon to be retired to Muirfield are three outstanding 
race mares: Trumpet's Blare (previously mentioned, by 
Vice Regent); The Caretaker-Ire (Caerleon's daughter 
who was champion 2-year-old filly in Ireland in 1989) 
and Roseate Tern-GB (a Group 1 winner in England, by 
Blakeney). 

"We like to foal mares here, to get Maryland-breds, 
if possible," says Moon. "But it depends on the foaling 
date, and whether the mare is being shipped to Ken¬ 
tucky to be bred." Six of Mr. Levy's mares went to 
Maryland stallions last spring. 

"The Maryland Million is an excellent program," 
says Moon. "And it is definitely a factor in weighing 
the decision in whether to breed here or in Kentucky. 
We like the idea of being able to run horses in the 
Maryland Million." 

Levy owns shares in the Maryland stallions Carni- 
valay, Citidancer, Private Terms and Waquoit, and is a 
partner in the Northview Stallion Station, located next 
door to Muirfield. But he has no interest in standing 
stallions at Muirfield. "That's a whole different ball 
game," he says. "We'll leave it to Northview." 

About 20 people are employed full-time at Muir¬ 
field. Other key staff members include farm manager 
Terence McCarthy, a 26-year-old native of Tipperary, 
Ireland, who came there from Lane's End Farm in Ken¬ 
tucky; and maintenance manager Woody Welk. 

"Mr. Levy knows everyone who works on the farm 
by name," says McCarthy. "And he talks to all the 
employees. He talks about the horses; he knows what's 
going on here, which helps to set high standards. He 
expects a lot, and he gives a lot." 

Bob Levy's enthusiasm for the racing game is, in 
many ways, contagious. "I joke that he could be stuck 


on an elevator with a stranger for five minutes, and 
that other person would come out owning a part of one 
of his horses," says Moon. "He's a bookkeeper's night¬ 
mare. We have six separate sets of books, for his vari¬ 
ous partnerships, and those are just his formal part¬ 
nerships. That doesn't count the ones where he owns 
20 percent of some horse, or 3 percent of another 
horse. 

"I joke that he could be 
stuck on an elevator with 
a stranger for five 
minutes , and that other 
person would come out 
owning a part of one of 
his horses . . . He's a 
bookkeeper's nightmare." 

"But he's been wonderful for the racing business. 
He's brought a lot of new people into it, and given them 
a chance to participate with a limited amount of risk. 

"To me, one of the challenges of this job is trying to 
make sure that owning the farm is enjoyable for Mr. 
Levy and his family." That seems to have happened. 
Although the Levys haven't given up their home in 
Bryn Mawr, they're spending a significant amount of 
time at their new house on the farm. Handsomely dec¬ 
orated by Mrs. Levy, who is an artist, the house is 
designed on a grand scale, and is used frequently for 
entertaining. 

Guests are usually intrigued with its most unusual 
feature—the partially enclosed swimming pool. "Mr. 
Levy modeled it after something he saw in Russia," 
explains Moon. A large section of the pool is outdoors, 
and another large section is inside a wing of the main 
house. To pass from one section of the pool to another, 
one swims underwater, under the outer wall of the 
house. "The idea," explains Moon, "is that you can 
swim outdoors in the winter without getting too cold, 
if you enter the water from the inside." 

Mr. and Mrs. Levy have five grown children, one of 
whom, 23-year-old Michael Levy, spends a lot of time 
at Muirfield, helping to run the farm. He is in charge of 
a subsidiary business of Muirfield, its insurance divi¬ 
sion. 

His interest may insure that Muirfield continues to 
operate in Maryland for a long time to come. □ 
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Ben Cohen still 
Coolin It at 91

It sounds too far-fetched to be true: a 91-year-old 
man leading his 2-year-old to the winner's circle on 
Maryland Million Day. Make that a 91-year-old man 
who owned Pimlico for nearly four decades, before 
selling it five years ago. 

But it happened at Old Hilltop. Coolin It won the 
Crown Central Petroleum Maryland Nursery, the 
fourth race on the program, and in the box seat section 
trainer Sonny Hine leapt to his feet and headed for the 
winner's circle. 

Suddenly, a couple of ushers grabbed Hine by the 
arm and stopped him, saying excitedly, "Mr. Ben! Mr. 
Ben! Wait for Mr. Ben." Of course. Mr. Ben. Mr. Ben 
Cohen, the owner. Actually Mrs. Ben Cohen is always 
listed as the owner of their horses. It's been that way 
since they bought their first one in 1951. But Mrs. Co¬ 
hen was in the dining room when Coolin It won on 
Maryland Million Day, so Mr. Ben joined his trainer 
and made his way downstairs to savor the proud mo¬ 
ment. 

"A lot of times," says the 60-year-old Hine, who has 
trained the Cohen horses for many years, "Mr. Ben 
doesn't even bother to come to the winner's circle. But 
he sure did this time. And he did something I've never 
seen him do before, when he took hold of the shank 
like that." 

It was a proud occasion for Hine, too. The trainer 
spotted Coolin It at a Calder 2-year-olds in training sale 
last February and bought him for $40,000 on behalf of 
the Cohens. The $60,000 winner's share in the Crown 
Central Petroleum Maryland Nursery boosted the 
colt's earnings to $99,600. 

A few weeks after the race, Ben Cohen sat in his 
office in the building he owns on Mount Royal Avenue, 
opposite the Maryland Art Institute, in downtown Bal-

timore. Winning a big race is nothing new to him and 
his wife. Their homebred Hail to All won the Flamin¬ 
go, the Jersey Derby, the Belmont Stakes and the Tra¬ 
vers in 1965. But this, with Coolin It, was different,

coming so late in the game. When Ben was asked about 
their star 2-year-old he smiled ever so slightly. Then he 
held up three fingers. 

"Three times," he said, "three wins." 

That was, indeed, Coolin It's record at the time— 
three starts, three wins. The owner might have added 
that two of those were stakes. The colt made his first 
start in a maiden special at Monmouth on July 13. He 
led all the way and won by five lengths. Then he cap¬ 
tured the Rollicking Stakes on August 11 at Laurel. 
Four weeks later Coolin It won the Crown Central Pe¬ 
troleum Maryland Nursery at the track Ben and his late 
brother Herman Cohen owned from 1952 to 1986. 

Coming up with a 2-year-old like this in one's 92nd 
year might cause more excitement than the average 
person could bear. But Ben Cohen is no average per¬ 
son. There is no possibility that he will become overly 
excited. 
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"I'm too old to be excited about anything any more," 
he says. "Too much excitement will kill anybody. I be¬ 
lieve in quiet living. I don't holler at anybody. That's 
how I've stretched it out." 

But this, a colt with so much potential. Can Cohen 
remain calm when he considers the possibilities down 
the road? The answer to that is a resounding yes. 
Asked about Coolin It's future, he gives a typical Ben 
Cohen answer. 

"If he's won three in a row he ought to be all right," 
says Mr. Ben.

Cohen has always been lucky, when it comes to 
owning horses. The first horse he ever bought, War 
Age, was a stakes winner. "We bought a filly at the 
same time. She never won. If you buy two and get one, 
you're lucky," is his comment. 

The Cohens' greatest thrill in racing came 26 years 
ago, with Hail to All in the Belmont Stakes. That victo¬ 
ry completed one of the rarest—and at that time one of 
the richest—doubles in history. On Memorial Day, Hail 
to All won the Jersey Derby at Garden State. The fol¬ 
lowing Saturday, he won the Belmont. Which means 
that he accounted for two $100,000 stakes within a span 
of six days. 

In his office Ben Cohen holds the Belmont Stakes 
book from 1966, which includes a review of Hail to All's 
win the year before. He stares quietly at pictures that 
bring back precious memories. 

"That," he says, "was the race I wanted to win. The 
Belmont. When you breed a horse to go a mile and a 
half and he wins, you've done something." 

The Cohens, though they are no longer involved in 
breeding, were active in that aspect of the business for 
many years. They were known as the breeders who 
never owned a farm. Their broodmares were mostly 
boarded at the late J. Fred Colwill's Halycon Farm. 

"We never wanted a farm," says the plain-talking 
Ben. "My wife wouldn't live on it, and I didn't care 
about it either." 


Ben and Zelda live in a spacious apartment on Park 
Heights Avenue, near the Suburban Club. They have 
two daughters, one of whom, Rosalee Davison, has 
bred and owned horses for many years with her hus¬ 
band Dick Davison. 

Few people seem to know the real Ben Cohen, al¬ 
though many people certainly know him. As horse¬ 
man and former U.S. Senator Daniel B. Brewster puts 
it: "Gee, I guess I've known Ben for 40 years, but I 
really don't know him at all." 

That, no doubt, is the way Ben wants it. On the 
surface, he is gruff, frequently dour, a man of few 
words who seldom initiates a conversation. 

To get in touch with Ben's gentler side, you have to 
meet Zelda. A charming counterpart to her husband, 
Zelda talks freely, so freely that at times she interrupts 
herself to say: "Oh, dear, I'm talking too much." And 
she remains beautiful, at age 87. 

"I've lived with the man 63 years, almost 64," she 
says. "We've been married a long time and it hasn't 
always been perfect or wonderful, but you have to 
work things out. Today kids are married two years and 
they're tired of each other." 

She taps her forefinger to her temple. "My husband 
is very smart. People still call him and ask for his advice 
in business. He's still very sharp. How many 91-year- 
old men do you know who still go to work every day at 
7:30 or 8 o'clock in the morning? He's a remarkable 
man. I don't go away and leave him, either." 

Having all their horses—14 currently in training—in 
Mrs. Cohen's name is an act of love on Ben's part. He 
presented her with the first one on Valentine's Day 40 
years ago. "It was a Valentine's Day present she 
couldn't return," says Ben, a line he has used many 
times over the years. 

Why has the stable always run in her name? Why 
not Mr. and Mrs. Ben Cohen? Ben ponders that for a 
moment. Again through a faint smile he answers: 
"That's just... the way it is." When a man can remem¬ 
ber courting his wife in his father's horse and buggy, 
when a devoted couple goes back that far. . . maybe 
that's just the way it should be explained. 

"This colt (Coolin It) has been such a shot in the arm 
for us," says Mrs. Cohen happily. "When Ben bought 
these 2-year-olds (another, a filly named Super Doer, 
won her first two starts) all the people at the spa where 
we stay in Hollywood, Fla., thought it was hilarious. I 
mean, a man Ben's age, buying young horses. But it 
has been wonderful." 

Seconding that view is Chick Lang, who worked for 
the Cohens at Pimlico for 27 years, most of that time as 
the track's general manager. 

"It gives you a good feeling," says Lang, "to see Ben 
have success like this, at his age, especially when you 
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consider his contribution to Maryland racing. That 
goes unheralded. But if anyone has done more for 
Maryland racing than Ben Cohen, I haven't met him. 

"Two men deserve credit for the renaissance of 
Maryland racing: Ben Cohen and former Governor 
Harry Hughes. The industry was looking for a break 
from the state. Harry Hughes got everyone—breeders, 
horsemen, track operators—together and told us if 
we'd come to Annapolis unified, with everybody on 
the same page, we'd get what we needed. 

"We realized we didn't need three tracks—Pimlico, 
Laurel and Bowie—in such close proximity. Ben Co¬ 
hen, with his own wallet, bought Bowie and got us 
down to two major tracks." 

Lang remembers how Ben, to the surprise of many, 
won over the members of the legislature. Testifying 
reluctantly, Cohen told them: "You're looking at a four¬ 
time loser. I own horses. I breed them. I bet them. And 
I own a race track. I've got no chance to survive. 


In truth, Ben and his brother did a lot better than 
survive. They bought Pimlico for $2.2 million and sold 
it to the late Frank De Francis and Bob and Tom Man- 
fuso for more than $30 million. 

"Ben has always been a good businessman," Lang 
says. "Everything he's accomplished he did by him¬ 
self. He started with a shoe store on Broadway in Bal¬ 
timore. People don't know that. They don't know the 
man. They hear the bark and the growl, but he won't 
bite. Quite the opposite. 

"I remember we caught an employee stealing at 
Pimlico. I said, 'Mr. Ben, this man's had his hand in 
your pocket. We've got to let him go.' But Ben said, 
'Aw, he's got a wife and a couple of kids and he's a

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terrible horse player. I know. He keeps giving me bad 
horses. That's probably how he got himself in trouble. 
Give him a few days off.' " 

The late Frank De Francis is known as the savior of 
Maryland racing. Lang doesn't deny De Francis's im¬ 
pact. He just wishes people would remember who 
kept Pimlico going all those years . . . who built the 
Preakness into a major sporting event. 

"De Francis came to the right place at the right 
time," Lang says. "No one was greater than he was at 
Annapolis." 

Ben Cohen doesn't begrudge De Francis the credit 
he received for what he managed to do in a few short 
years of ownership. "Frank bought the track; he had a 
right to brag," says Cohen. "He owned the legislature. 
He got things done we didn't have a shot at."

Zelda echoes her husband on that. 

"Everyone was in awe of what Frank was able to 
do," she says. "We fought for all those years to get 
Sunday racing at Pimlico. After Frank bought the 
track, it happened almost immediately." 

The Cohens are too occupied with the present and 
future to worry about any of that. Twice a week Mrs. 
Cohen goes to a health club and walks two miles 
around the track; she also swims for exercise. She is a 
past president of the United Order of True Sisters, an 
organization that raises funds for cancer research to aid 
young children. The Cohens' racing colors are purple 
and gold; so are the colors of the United Order of True 
Sisters. 

"You've got to keep active," she says. "You can't 
stagnate." 

Ben Cohen's friends and acquaintances might be 
surprised to learn he has an exercise bike in his office. 

Does he use it? "I sure do," he says. "I should get on 
it every day, but I get on it." You need to do those 
things if you're planning to be active in the game, at 
age 91. □

The victory 
came in the Pairs Driving World Cham¬ 
pionship in Zwettl, Austria in Septem¬ 
ber. 

The U.S. team was composed of 
Mrs. Wright, driving a pair of Con¬ 
nemara/Thoroughbred geldings; James 


Fairclough, of Newton, N.J., driving 
Kohler Stable's Dutch Warmbloods; 
and Tucker Johnson, of Oldwick, N.J., 
driving Mr. and Mrs. James L. John¬ 
son's gray Warmbloods. 

More than 60 drivers, representing 
17 nations, took part in the competi¬ 
tion. "The U.S. victory was a surprise 
to everyone," said Fiona Baan, director 
of driving for the United States Eques¬ 
trian Team. "Driving is a much bigger 
sport in Europe than it is over here." 

Mrs. Wright, winner of the Spur 
Magazine Final Selection Trial for the 
Pairs World Championship held as part 
of the USET Festival of Champions last 
June, and Johnson, who won the Pairs 
Championship at the Royal Windsor 
Horse Shows in 1988 and '89, had "very 
good dressage scores in the 30s," ex¬ 
plained Baan. Fairclough was second in 
the marathon, paving the way for the 
Americans. By the time the obstacle 
phase began, the U.S. team was less 
than three points behind the German 


team. Three clear rounds in the obsta¬ 
cles added no penalties to the team to¬ 
tals for the Americans. Tucker Johnson 
drove brilliantly to win the drive-off.

Some races live on in memory—like the 1986 running 
of the Pennsylvania Derby-G2, when Broad Brush bolted 
to the outside rail in the stretch, then veered back into line 
and won it. 

This year's Pennsylvania Derby was no less memora¬ 
ble for Broad Brush's owner/breeder Bob Meyerhoff and 
trainer Dickie Small. Meyerhoff's homebred Valley Cross¬ 
ing waged a stupendous upset, paying $158.60 as the 
longest-priced entry in a field of 11. His rider, Andrea 
Seefeldt, became the first female jockey ever to win a 
derby. 

Valley Crossing's record was better than his odds in¬ 
dicated. He had finished out of the money in his last two 
starts—the Humphrey S. Finney Stakes and Governor's 
Cup at Laurel. But each time he was beaten only three 
lengths by the winner. Earlier this year he won three al¬ 
lowance races and placed second in the Woodlawn Stakes. 

Still, he ran the race of his life at Philadelphia Park 
that day. Breaking last, and remaining in that position 
until the far turn, he moved up powerfully, six-wide in the 
stretch, and surged to a length and a quarter victory over 
Maryland-bred Gala Spinaway, who also gave a game per¬ 
formance. 

It was a double celebration for Meyerhoff and Small, 
whose 2-year-old colt Sticks and Bricks, from Broad 
Brush's first crop, won a maiden special on the same race 
card. 

Valley Crossing, by the good Kentucky stallion Pri¬ 
vate Account, is the first foal from his dam Chic and Sassy 
(by His Majesty). Meyerhoff bought Chic and Sassy as a 
yearling at the 1983 Fasig-Tipton Kentucky July sales for 
$130,000. Chic and Sassy's dam Native Splendor (by Raise 
a Native) is a half-sister to graded stakes winner Batonnier 
(by His Majesty). Chic and Sassy raced for three seasons, 
won or placed in 22 of 36 starts, and earned $76,669 before 
being retired to Meyerhoff's Fitzhugh Farm in Phoenix, 
Md. 

Valley Crossing came back to finish fourth (behind 
Scan, Sea Cadet and Sultry Song) in the Grade 1 Pegasus 
Handicap at Meadowlands on September 20. 
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brought him that distinction by annexing the time-hon¬ 
ored Arlington Matron Handicap-G3. 

Lucky Lady Lauren led all the way and prevailed by a 
head over Beth Believes. The 6-5 favorite in a field of six, 
she boosted her lifetime earnings to $245,872. 

Lucky Lady Lauren helped make her sire a house¬ 
hold name in Maryland, winning stakes at Laurel and 
Pimlico, before her breeder, Dr. Herman J. Kossow, sold 
her to Issam Fares's Fares Farm, Inc., in the spring of 1990, 
for $250,000. 

She hasn't raced in this state since the fall of 1990, 
when she finished a close second to McKilts in the Ken- 
nard Warfield Jr. Group Maryland Oaks on Maryland Mil¬ 
lion Day. But she has continued to do well under the care 
of trainer Phil Hauswald. Last summer she won two al¬ 
lowance races—at distances of seven furlongs and one 
mile—at Belmont Park.

Jervie and Sharon Marshall, of Upperco, Md., were 
in ecstasy after Seattle Rhyme won the listed Stardom 
Stakes at Goodwood, England. 


Although they didn't share the purse, they couldn't 
help feeling that a part of the victory was theirs. That's 
because they foaled the colt—by world-class stallion Seat¬ 
tle Dancer—at their Whitehackle Farm. 

Seattle Rhyme's dam Golden Rhyme (Ire) went to the 
Marshalls' farm in 1989, in order to be bred back to Sort, 
who stands at Whitehackle. Like Seattle Dancer, Sort is a 
handsomely-bred son of Nijinsky II. 

Seattle Rhyme's breeder Gerhard von Finck, a Cana¬ 
dian financier, owns shares in Sort and another White¬ 
hackle stallion. Iron. 

Golden Rhyme is part of a 16-member broodmare 
band at von Finck's Meadow Grove Farm, near Mid- 
dleburg, Va. The farm has been in operation for about six 
years, and serves as base for von Finck's Thoroughbred 
stock, which includes runners in Europe and the U.S. 

Meadow Grove sold Seattle Rhyme as a yearling at the 
Keeneland September sale for $55,000. This year, at the 
same auction, her chestnut colt by Sort brought $23,500 
on a bid by Big Sink Farm, agent. Golden Rhyme has a 
weanling colt by General Assembly; bred back to Quadra¬ 
tic, she is barren for 1992.

But he failed in his bid for a third 
consecutive victory in the featured $200,000 Kamora 
Breeders Classic. The winner this year was a 3-year-old 
gelding owned by Casey's son John A. Casey and 
trained by his other son James M. Casey. 

Not only that, the younger Caseys teamed up to win 
another major event on the night of the fifth annual 
West Virginia Breeders Classics, held September 27 at 
Charles Town. Their 2-year-old Coin Collector scored 
as odds-on favorite in the $25,000 West Virginia Lot¬ 
tery and Department of Tourism Breeders Classic. 

James W. Casey, retired coach and athletic director at 
James Wood High School in Winchester (Va.), is one of 
West Virginia's most prominent horsemen. And his 
sons are becoming just as well known. James M. Casey, 
a 1988 graduate of the University of Alabama's Tusk- 
egee School of Veterinary Medicine, trains a racing sta¬ 


ble at Laurel and maintains a breeding operation on a 
leased portion of Honey Acres Farm in Boyds, Md. 
John Casey, a farrier, has his own 30-acre farm near 
Charles Town. 

Nice Ainit, by Olympic Victory, was bred by John 
Casey from the mare Gold for Luck by Golden Palace.

Pennsylvania 

■ Pennsylvania horseman George 
Strawbridge has two of the current best 
horses in England and Ireland. 

His Turgeon captured the Irish St. 
Leger-Gl on September 21, and only 
one week later, his Selkirk scored in the 
Queen Elizabeth II Stakes-Gl at Ascot. 
Both are homebreds. 

Turgeon, a 5-year-old son of Caro 
(Ire), has been one of the leading 
stayers in France for the last three sea¬ 
sons. Trained at Chantilly by Jonathan 
Pease, Turgeon is the first French- 
trained runner to win the Irish St. Leg- 
er since 1957. The victory was the sixth 
in 19 career races for Turgeon, who has 
won four Group II events in France, the 
most recent being the Prix Kergorlay- 
G2 at Deauville in August. 

Three-year-old Selkirk, by Sharpen 
Up (GB), was Pennsylvania's champion 
juvenile colt in 1990. Trained by Ian 
Balding, Selkirk ran a series of disap¬ 
pointing races this year before having 
surgery to remove an undescended tes¬ 
ticle. (He has a normal testicle remain¬ 
ing.) Selkirk was apparently greatly im¬ 
proved by the operation. Gaining 
ground rapidly at the end in the Queen 
Elizabeth, he left in his wake classic 
winners Kooyonga (second) and Shad- 
ayid (third), as well as Hector Protector, 
who finished sixth. 

■ Remarkably, a Pennsylvania-bred fil¬ 
ly was runner-up to Turgeon in the 
Irish St. Leger-Gl. That was the 3-year- 
old Patricia (by Assert-Ire). Owned by 
Sheikh Mohammed bin Rashid al Mak- 
toum, who recently purchased her for 
an undisclosed but "significant" sum, 
Patricia was bred by Anne F. Thor- 
ington's Maple Leaf Farm in Malvern. 

Mrs. Thorington sold Patricia at the 
1989 Keeneland September Yearling 
sale for $20,000, but is delighted to re¬ 
port that she still owns the filly's dam 
Passionist, a 15-year-old daughter of 
Buckpasser. Passionist, due to foal next 


spring to Wolf Power (SAf), has had 
three other foals to race, all winners, 
including stakes-placed Sham Passion 
(by Sham) and Alabama Slammer, a 
Spring Double gelding who earned 
$125,511. 

"The pride is in breeding a good 
horse, even if you don't own it," com¬ 
ments Mrs. Thorington, who has had 
her farm since 1972, and currently 
owns eight broodmares. Patricia is in¬ 
deed a good one. She won the A.F. 
Budge Park Hill Stakes-G3 at Doncaster 
ten days before the St. Leger, and also 
has the Prix de Pomone-G2 and Lan¬ 
cashire Oaks-G3 to her credit. 

■ Water Moccasin was represented by 
his first winner from his first crop when 
the 2-year-old filly Latin Lambada won 
going away, by five and a half lengths, 
in her first start, a $25,000 maiden 
claiming race at Philadelphia Park on 
August 14. Out of the Barrera mare Lat¬ 
in Beat, Latin Lambada, a Pennsylva¬ 
nia-bred, races for her breeder Mrs. J. 
B. Moseley. She is trained by William E. 
McCarthy. 

Water Moccasin (by Topsider—Surf 
by ^Hawaii) was a Group 2 winner in 
France. He stands at Judy Tagg's Oak 
Springs Farm in Cochranville. 

■ Multiple graded stakes winner Mc¬ 
Cann has been moved from Pennfield 
Farms near Erwinna to Land of Believe 
Farm near Annville for the 1992 breed¬ 
ing season. The 13-year-old son of *For- 
li won the Laurance Armour-G3 and 
Lamplighter-G3 Handicaps and earned 
$282,845. McCann, who will remain 
under the ownership of Pennfield 
Farms, has sired 27 winners, including 
one stakes winner, from 38 starters in 
four crops. 

New Jersey 

■ Robert Brennan's New Jersey-based 
Due Process Stable was the third lead¬ 
ing buyer at the Keeneland September 
sale. 


Due Process purchased 17 yearlings 
for a total of $2,622,000. Included in 
that group were the highest-priced colt, 
a Deputy Minister selling for $900,000, 
and the highest-priced filly, by Mis- 
waki, who brought $600,000. "This is 
one of the best times ever to buy 
horses," commented Brennan, adding 
that the filly will go to Maryland-based 
trainer Carlos Garcia. 

■ Private Treasure, last year's champi¬ 
on 2-year-old New Jersey-bred filly, got 
her first 1991 stakes win in the Half 
Moon Stakes at Meadowlands on Sep¬ 
tember 21. Earlier this season, she fin¬ 
ished second in the Ashland Stakes-Gl 
and Forward Gal Breeders' Cup Stakes- 
G2. 

■ World record holder Klassy Briefcase 
was retired from racing in mid-Septem¬ 
ber after tearing a tendon. 

The 6-year-old New Jersey-bred sus¬ 
tained the injury to her left foreleg 
while breezing at Monmouth. She had 
just returned from a disappointing trip 
to England, where she finished last in 
the Group 1 Keeneland Nunthorpe 
Stakes at York. Her problem there was 
blamed on soft ground. 

Klassy Briefcase, who raced for her 
breeder Harry Minassian, of Brockton, 
Mass., set a world record (:54 4 /s) while 
winning a five-furlong allowance race 
on the grass at Monmouth on June 8. It 
was her fourth track or course record. 

Throughout her five-year career, she 
captured seven stakes, won 18 of 42 
starts and earned $362,959—a remark¬ 
able amount of money considering that, 
except for the Nunthorpe, she never 
raced for a purse of more than $35,000. 

■ Atlantic City race track posted a suc¬ 
cessful meeting this summer, with 
gains in both average mutuel handle 
and attendance. The mutuel average 
was about $1 million, up approximately 
16 percent. Betting figures were at their 
highest mark since 1974, reported At¬ 
lantic City president Jim Murphy. 
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Calling the meeting "an unqualified 
success," Murphy said it was partly 
due to "very competitive races and full 
fields." 

■ Sensitive Prince has been moved to 
Sterlingbrook Farm in Pittstown for the 
1992 season. The 16-year-old son of Ma¬ 
jestic Prince won several major stakes 
for Sterlingbrook owner Joseph Taub, 
and stood at stud for ten years in Ken¬ 
tucky, siring six stakes winners and an 
additional 14 stakes-placed horses. 

■ Walter Donovan, 95, former vice- 
president and general manager of Gar¬ 
den State, died September 11 at his 
home in Boca Raton, Fla. 

Donovan, who lived in Cherry Hill 
for many years, was the founding fa¬ 
ther and former president of the Na¬ 
tional Association of State Racing Com¬ 
missioners (now Racing Commission¬ 
ers International), and was widely 
known for battling corruption in the 
sport. 

He first got involved in horse racing 
in the 1930s as an executive member of 
the Florida Racing Commission, after 
the stock market crash of 1929 had 
knocked him out of the land develop¬ 
ment business. 

In 1937, he became president and 
general manager of Wheeling Downs, 
and served in the same capacity at 
Tropical Park before joining the newly- 
huilt Garden State race track in 1941. 

■ John H. Forbes was recently elected 
president of the New Jersey Thorough¬ 
bred Horseman's Benevolent Associa¬ 
tion. Also elected to three-year terms 
on the THBA were owners John 
Tieramosca, Frank X. Keegan Jr., An¬ 
thony J. Knapp Jr., Greg G. Mordas, 
Richard Schibell, Judith Schultz (first 
alternate) and Anthony Nini (second 
alternate); and trainers Anthony J. Bar- 
daro, Patrick L. Bottazzi, Mel W. Gross, 
Louis Jolin, J. Willard Thompson, Mar¬ 
tin Fallon (first alternate) and Carl Au- 
Warter (second alternate). 

West Virginia 

■ The group of Marylanders attempt¬ 
ing to buy Charles Town race track for 
$15 million has let its option expire and 
abandoned the project. 

Bill Coleman, one of four prospec¬ 
tive partners in the group, said funds 
were not available to meet an October 1 
deadline. "They had given us an op- 
Lon, then a 30-day extension," Cole¬ 
man said. "There was some change of 


attitude in our group, and we just 
didn't have the money at this time." 

Others initially associated with 
Coleman were Irv Hodges, Alvin Ak- 
man and Peter Angelos. 

The ownership headed by Keith 
Wagner continues to operate Charles 
Town, but another group that includes 
former National Football League stars 
Sam Huff and Mark May is reportedly 
interested in buying the track. 

■ Cool Joe has two winners from his 
first crop, consisting of 11 named foals. 

His 2-year-old son A Lot of Royality 
scored by three lengths in a maiden 
claiming race at Charles Town on Au¬ 
gust 9. Bred in West Virginia by William 
D. Atchley, A Lot of Royality, out of the 
Royal John mare Mary's Flapper, is 
owned by Suzanne Dillow and trained 
by Daniel Dillow. 

Joe's First Date, a 2-year-old gelding 
out of Thrilling Date by Mandate, won a 
maiden claiming race at Charles Town 
on August 31. 

Cool Joe (Cold Reception—Abbey R. 
by Dancing Count) won the 1987 Mary¬ 
land Sprint Handicap and retired with 
earnings of $203,460. He stands at Don¬ 
ald L. Boyer's Mardoc Farm near Baker- 
ton. 

■ With one starter so far from his first 
crop of six 2-year-olds, Onion Juice has 
a winner. Juicy Bargain, a colt out of 
Mimi's Baby by Faraway Son, won a 
maiden special at Charles Town on Sep¬ 
tember 2. Juicy Bargain, a West Virgin¬ 
ia-bred, races for his breeder Donald C. 
Wilson and is trained by Charles A. 
Woodson Jr. 

Onion Juice (Quartermaster—Me¬ 
nage by Victoria Park) was a multiple 
stakes winner of $226,715. He stands at 
Buckstud, in Charles Town. 

■ The nation's oldest active jockey, 
Charles Town-based Willie Clark, hung 
up his tack on September 6. He is 69 
years old. 

He plans to continue exercising 
horses in the mornings. "I'll miss rid¬ 
ing, but life goes on," he said. Clark, 
who began riding at Laurel in 1945, was 
inducted into the Charles Town Races 
Jockey Hall of Fame last year. Charles 
Town management commemorated his 
final race with a winner's circle ceremo- 
ny. 

■ West Virginia stallion Dancing Czar's 
5-year-old daughter Sharp Dance con¬ 
tinues to perform brilliantly on the race 
track. She won Monmouth's Lorillard

Yearling sale posts whopping 
20 percent gain

An upbeat mood characterized 
the unusually large crowd of pro¬ 
spective buyers, sellers and on¬ 
lookers who packed into the 
Timonium pavilion on September 
29 for Fasig-Tipton Midiantic's Fall 
Selected Yearling sale. 

But the final figures tell the sto¬ 
ry: A 20 percent increase in aver¬ 
age, with 20 yearlings (fully 25 per¬ 
cent of those sold) selling for 
$20,000 or more. 

It was the strongest yearling auc¬ 
tion in Maryland in recent memory. 

Eighty yearlings brought a total 
of $1,082,800, or an average of 
$13,535. There were 26 buy-backs. 
Last year's average (for 102 horses 
sold) was $11,263. 

Seven yearlings sold for $30,000 
or more, and 12 topped the $25,000 
level. In the $25,000 or above range, 
eight of the 12 (three-fourths) were 
colts. 

A Naevus—Really Private by Pri¬ 
vate Account colt consigned by 
Chanceland Farm, Agent, topped 
the sale, bringing $63,000 on a bid 
by Walnut Green Bloodstock 
(Russell and Richard Jones). 

Next highest price was a Waver¬ 
ing Monarch colt out of the Mr. 
Leader mare Pine Flower bought 
for $55,000 by Jan, Mace and Sam¬ 
antha Siegel from the consignment 
of Lewis S. Wiley, Agent for Sture 
G. Olsson. 

Litz Bloodstock Services, Agent 
(Donald P. Litz Jr.) was the leading 


consignor by gross amount, selling 
15 for a total of $167,400. 

Leading buyers Jan, Mace and 
Samantha Siegel, of Beverly Hills, 
Calif., purchased two for $63,200. 

"We were particularly pleased 
with the number and quality of the 
buyers," commented Josh Taylor, 
assistant director of sales. "Many 
came from out of state, including 
Florida, New York, New Jersey and 
California. We believe it exemplifies 


renewed strength and confidence 
in the market."

Nicholas Russo 

Nicholas W. Russo, who raised 
horses with his daughter and son-in- 
law Stephanie and Ross Peddicord at 
Brush Hill Farm near New Market, died 
September 14 at Frederick Memorial 
Hospital of complications from dia¬ 
betes. He was 75. 

Mr. Russo created and produced a 
widely syndicated sports television 
show, 'The Flying Fisherman," in the 
1960s. He was also chairman of the 
board of GG Communications, which 
he started after producing the fishing 
show. GG Communications specialized 
in children's programming and ob¬ 
tained the rights to foreign films, in¬ 
cluding a 1975 Japanese animated pro¬ 
duction of "The Little Mermaid." 
Released on videotape in 1989, the 


movie sold 600,000 copies, winning a 
sales award from the International Tape 
Association. 

Survivors also include Mr. Russo's 
wife of 40 years, the former Inez Clavi- 
jo; two sons, Anthony Richard Russo of 
Quincy, Mass., and Dr. Thomas A. 
Russo of Rockville; and two grand¬ 
children. 

Glenn Ballenger 

Glenn Ballenger, a longtime trainer 
and owner, died September 24 at his 
home in Rippon, W. Va. He was 76. 

Ballenger, whose good horses in¬ 
cluded Batna, whom he trained to win 
the 1983 Black-Eyed Susan Stakes-G2; 
Delaware Oaks winner Virginia Crack¬ 
er; and his own homebred Boston Tea, 
who captured the 1981 Federico Tesio 
Stakes, retired in 1988. 


Born in Round Hill, Va., he grew up 
on a farm near Middleburg, where his 
family, including seven children, 
worked in the fields as sharecroppers. 
He went to work at John E. Hughes's 
Piedmont Farm near Middleburg in 
1946, and rose to be manager of the 
large horse operation. In 1954, he be¬ 
gan training some of Hughes's race 
horses; gradually the race horses took 
precedence over his farm work. 

Mr. Ballenger and his late wife, the 
former Maxine Miley, bred and raised 
horses at their own farm in the Mid¬ 
dleburg area in the 1960s, assisted by 
their only child, Glenn Jr. Mr. Bal- 
lenger's life took a tragic turn when his 
son died of an aneurysm in 1969 at age 
22, and his wife died three years later. 

He maintained a public stable in 
Maryland for many years after that, liv¬ 
ing in a motel room and making occa¬ 
sional trips back to Virginia. 

Mr. Ballenger is survived by his 
brother Bill, retired manager of Blue 
Ridge Farm near Upperville; and a sis¬ 
ter, Edna Forler, with whom he lived in 
recent years.

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LOOKING BACK 


50 Years Ago... 

■ "Racing in Maryland has reached 
the crossroads. One (way) leads to 
chaos and the end of racing and 
breeding in the state, the other leads 
to such a firm foundation that no 
trifling matter can cause any 
permanent trouble . . An editorial 
by noted horseman Janon Fisher Jr. 
elaborated on a number of problems 
threatening the sport, among them 
antagonism between racing officials 
and horsemen, lack of unity within 
the Racing Commission and unfair 
purse distribution. 

"After this war, what of racing and 
breeding? Your guess is as good as 
mine, but I predict that Maryland 
racing and breeding will survive and 
flourish if, and only if, we all wipe 
out past animosities and concentrate 
on a united front against the troubles 
to come." 

■ Mr. Fisher's personal fortunes took 
an upswing in the Maryland Futurity. 
Greentree Stable's Buckskin, a 
Swashbuckler colt bred in partnership 
by Fisher and G. Ray Bryson, proved 
much the best. His photograph 
appeared on the cover of the 
Maryland Horse. 

■ From Humphrey S. Finney's 
Editor's Saddle-Bag: September 29. 
"Today we held the dispersal sale of 
the entire Inverness Farm stud, 
except for Jean Bart, who will likely 
go to Kentucky for the 1991 season. It 
was cold and miserable, and there 
were not over 100 people on hand, 
but the sale was a corker, with mares, 
yearlings and weanlings bringing fair 
prices and scattering from New York 
to California the blood of Jean Bart. 
'Doc' Bond, borrowed from the Fasig- 
Tipton Company for the occasion, 
was in fine form in the box." 
Inverness Farm was owned by Leslie 
E. Kieffer and partners. 

■ Were work horses soon to be worth 
their weight in gold? A 1940 
government census was held out as 
good news for horse-producers. 
"Figures disclose a decided shortage 
of young animals in horses and 
mules, and also indicate that tractors 
are not as extensively owned, nor 


increasing as fast, as many people 
suppose." 


30 Years Ago... 

■ Readers of the Maryland Horse 
learned of dramatic changes about to 
unfold within the state's racing 
industry. 

Regarding the soon-to-be-proposed 
legislation that would create the 
Maryland Fund, editor Snowden 
Carter wrote: "Rarely does the 
Maryland Horse take an editorial 
stand on proposed legislation. 
Normally, the magazine is quite 
content to point out the success of 
Maryland-breds and let more 
controversial matters be settled by 
other segments of the racing industry. 

"But a bill will be proposed at the 
next session of the Legislature which 
is so vital to the success of the 
Maryland breeding industry that the 
Maryland Horse now feels it must 
drop its neutrality in favor of a 
positive declaration. 

"This bill has been drawn up by 
two three-man committees which 
represent the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association and the 
Horsemen's Benevolent and Protective 
Association. 

"There is only one purpose for the 
bill: to increase the quality of horses 
raced and bred in Maryland." 

■ Alarmed by the threat of 
competition from New Jersey, which 
had just announced a one-third 
increase in number of racing dates, 
Racing Commission chairman R. 

Bruce Livie described the need for 
Maryland to improve its caliber of 
racing by reducing its half-mile 
circuit. "Economically and 
aesthetically, there is ample evidence 
of the desirability of consolidating as 
many of our present racing days as 
possible at the mile tracks . . . The 
three mile tracks have only 45 percent 
of the total racing dates, but they 
attract 66 percent of all racing 
attendance in the state, inspire 76 
percent of the Maryland wagering 
total and produce 77.9 percent of the 
total tax revenue to the state." 


■ What's Up Doc, hero of the 1961 
minor track circuit, appeared on the 
cover of the Maryland Horse. First 
at every call in six starts that season, 
the 3-year-old son of Tuscany, bred 
and owned by John H. Moss, 
climaxed his campaign by carrying 
131 pounds to victory in the Marlboro 
Handicap. 


10 Years Ago... 

■ The major topic of discussion was— 
once again—change. The Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association 
announced that it would shift its 
partnership in all auction sales from 
the Fasig-Tipton Company to the 
locally-owned Maryland Sales 
Agency, effective January 1, 1982. 

■ Rosalee and Dick Davison were 
celebrating the success of homebred 
Guilty Conscience, a leading 
contender for an Eclipse award as the 
nation's outstanding sprinter. The 
Davisons had waited through ten 
losing years for their big horse to 
come along. As the daughter of then- 
Pimlico owner Ben Cohen, it might 
have been assumed that Mrs. Davison 
had an edge. "But the edge you need 
in this game is good luck," observed 
Mr. Davison. 

■ "When 77-year-old John A. 

Manfuso saw his homebred A Magic 
Spray convincingly score in the 
$40,000 Marlboro Nursery Stakes last 
month he 'felt like a young man 
again. . .' " The father of present-day 
track owners Bob and Tom Manfuso 
was the subject of a profile by writer 
Michael Pons. Manfuso, still an active 
participant today, reminisced about 
his long career as an owner, breeder 
and horsemen's advocate. "He has 
always been a competitor—praised by 
some and damned by others. He calls 
himself a maverick, taking pride in 
his independence and non¬ 
conformity," wrote Pons. 

■ The Northern Dancer syndicate 

turned down a $40-million offer for 
the 20-year-old Windfields Farm 
stallion. Had the proposal been 
accepted, Northern Dancer would 
have been moved to France for the 
upcoming breeding season. □

Focusing on the Consumers 


Most advertising for horse racing tends to center on the thrill 
of stretch duels in an attempt to convey to the public the feature of 
the sport perceived as most promotable. Now, a major analysis of 
harness racing has identified such product-oriented marketing as 
one of horse racing's fundamental problems. 

Dr. Joan Zeilinski of Princeton Marketing Associates, who au¬ 
thored the study commissioned by the U.S. Trotting Association, 
explains that "... marketing is a philosophy and system for relating 
a business or organization, where the customer—not the product— 
is the central focus and the driving force." 

According to Zeilinski, commercials for Pepsi, for example, 
never center on the product itself, with words such as "Hey, it's 
Pepsi. Drink it! It's good! It's carbonated!" Pepsi's approach is fo¬ 
cused on the consumer, whereas the approach of racing is on the 
horses and the races, i.e., the product. 

This "deep-seated product orientation leads to exaggeration of 
racing's appeal and advertisement of that exaggerated appeal to the 
public." Ironically, if, in an increasingly competitive market, racing's 
lack of success, on track or on television, is due to bona fide short¬ 
comings—convenience, time, rooting interest or otherwise—the 
sport's situation is actually worsened by such advertising. 

The 50-page Zeilinski report contains 37 recommendations for 
harness racing, most of which are relevant to Thoroughbreds. To the 
point of the issue of marketing orientation is a recommendation for 
extensive—and long overdue—consumer research aimed at discov¬ 
ering precisely what, if anything, the public likes or might like about 
the sport of racing. 

It's about time this industry did more than announce, "Post 
time's at 1 p.m. Be there for the thrills!"
